Sir NR. O'Conor, tn replying, sald he bad to 
thank them very much for coming to seo him 
' that morning, and giving him an opportunity of 
a few mioutes’ friendly conversation‘on snbjects 
of very deep foterest to all engaged ta commercial 
purauits to China. ‘It wasjast about three years 
ago since he had the pleasura of a similar con- 
versation regarting very similar sublects.
